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Drainage of Surface 
Water Is Problem at 
Drom Ct, and N. Ave. 

Surface water is 'becoming a prob- 
lem at Drom court and other parts 
of North avenue, according to-E. J. • 
Thiele, who appeared at the village 
board meeting Tuesday evening to 
seek help of the village in 1 clearing 
up the problem. 

It was brought out at the meeting 
that construction of the new Regal 
China building had resulted In cut- 
ting of some sewer lines which had 
apparently been used improperly 
for surface .drainage heretofore, and 
grading and re-routing of water 
from the Crown subdivision has re- 
sulted in surface water accumulating 
in- Drom court and' nearby. areas. 

The village board has.: instructed 
Village Engineer Miller to survey 
existing conditions and ascertain^ 
what -can 1 be done- to. eliminate the 
problem, but it, is believed .that it '- 
will be up 'to the>' property, owners 
affected to bear the cost of the actual 
work of installing a drainage system. .

The meat industry, as we know it, is substantially 
less than a century old. * 

The great change began after the Civil War. The 
industrial revolution was in full swing. Our cities 
were growing swiftly, largely because of the greatly 
increased immigration. Large-scale' production in all 
fields was becoming the order of the day. Demand 
for meat soared. 

But before that demand could be satisfactorily met, 
four problems had to be solved. One was transpor- 
tation, so that cattle could be raised on the ranges of 
the West and marketed in the East. Another was 
refrigeration, so that dressed meat could be moved 
without spoiling. A -third was the need for cash 
livestock markets, so that the men who took the long 
risks involved in raising cattle could be sure of sell- 
ing them when they were ready. A fourth was 
leadership, that would build and integrate the in- 
dustry. 

Solutions to all four of these ' problems began 
developing in the period from 1865 to 1B75. Great 
railroads were built into the West and Southwest, 
Experiments witfi refrigerator cars were carried on, 
and, after much trial and error, success was achieved. 
Livestock commission firms were organized on a 
sizeable scale, and helped to change marketing from a 
credit to a cash business. And the men who were 
destined to become the leaders of the packing indus- 
try in this period of revolutionary change came into 
the limelight. 

Then — as now — the meat industry was a prime 
example of the competitive free enterprise system. 
The amazing progress that took place in so short a 
period of time is lasting testimonial to the vigor 
and effectiveness of that system.

Insulting American Enterprise 

A short time ago a meeting was held in a South- 
ern state to discuss problems connected with the 
electric power situation. The mayor of a large city, 
according to press reports, said that he "couldn't 
allow the city to get into a position of having to look 
to private sources for an electrical energy supply." 
That would be a logical attitude for an office- 
holder in one of the socialist countries, which work 
on the philosophy that government should own every- 
thing, do everything, and boss everything and every- 
one. But, in a nation whose strength, wealth and 
living standards are primarily the result of the work- 
ings of the free private enterprise system, it seems 
a little surprising to say the least. 

The Pine Bluffs, Ark., Commercial had this to 
say about the mayor's statement: "If private capital 
is gradually choked off and throttled and the pub- 
lic's money allowed to gain a foothold in the utility 
field— or any other field — there will be less and less 
tax funds available. This is an insidious encroach- 
ment; something that, if unchecked, can spread to 
all lines of effort, loading in time to a completely 



socialized government. That is the way of life 
America has been fighting against." 

If a community shouldn't have to look to private 
enterprise for Its electric energy supply, it shouldn't 
have to look to private enterprise for its food supply, 
its clothing supply, its supply of entertainment and 
reading matter, or anything else. For, if socialism Is 
right for one commodity or service, it is right for all.

The Bureaucrat's Dream 

When a householder buys natural gas from a 
utility company, he buys it at a price and under con- 
ditions which are regulated by public service com- 
missions, just as in the case of electricity. The pipe- 
lines which carry gas In interstate commerce are 
federally regulated. 

No one objects to this. But when the government 
Is given the power to regulate natural gas at the well- 
head in the field— which has happened as the result 
of a Supreme Court decision — the -situation , is enor- 
mously different. 

Natural gas in the field is a commodity that Is 
no different from potatoes in the ground, fish in the 
ocean', wool on the sheep, or any other commodity 
that is sold competitively In the open market There 
is exactly as much justification for government. price 
control over a thousand and one other commodities 
as there is for it on gas at the wellhead. Thus, the 
precedent Is set for price controls over all commodi- 
ties, and therefore over all business. 

On top of that, If federal regulation is continued, 
gas shortages are inevitable. Only one well in' 44 
leads to a substantial field. Only the incentive of a 
profit commensurate with so great a risk will keep 
producers hunting for more gas. 

Legislation has been introduced in Congress to 
free the independent gas producers of well-head reg- 
ulation, and leaden in both parties support it So 
does the President's Fuels Policy Committee, which 
said that producers should be thus exempted "in the 
interests of a sound fuels policy and the protection of 
the national defense and consumer interest."
